FRACTURES 

As we all know, athletes are 
exceptionally injury-prone. One 
can treat a broken limb with a 
temporary splint. Tree limbs, tent 
stakes, and broom sticks make 
excellent leg splints. If none of 
these materials are handy, than a 
ski, golf club, hockey stick, goal 
post or back-board will suffice. 
Support all fractures or sprains 
by applying a splint and securing 
it tightly with a rope (unless, of 
course, it’s a sprained neck.) 
Whenever there is swelling or 
pain around an injured bone, 
assume the limb is fractured and 
proceed to immobilize it. This can 
be done with the use of a base- 
ball bat or two-by-four— not 
necessarily as a splint. 



CHOKING 

You are attending the annual 
Safety Awards ceremony when 
the person next to you begins 
choking uncontrollably.

If the 
victim is a child, or is short in 
stature, the obstruction can be 
dislodged merely by holding him 
upside down by the heels and 
smacking his head against some- 
thing solid— like a table or wall 








UNCONSCIOUSNESS 

You arrive at a friend’s home one day and find him in the deep- 
end of his private swimming pool, not moving and not breathing. 
This leads you to the conclusion that he has drowned. However, 
upon closer inspection, you notice there is no water in the pool, 
therefore ruling out that possibility. But his pulse is weak, his 
breathing shallow, his heartbeat slow, and his Timex still 
ticking. What should you do? In these cases, time is of the 
utmost importance. Place the victim face up. If there is foreign 
matter visible in the throat (Hungarian goulash, Spanish rice, 
French toast, etc.) remove it quickly. If the windpipe is 
blocked, you may have to use your finger to wipe it out. If you 
find this procedure revolting, a stainless-steel throat-scoop may 
be used. You may also find that the back of the tongue will 
obstruct the passage of air through the throat, which is where 
your knife will come in a lot more handy than the stainless 
steel throat scoop.

Then, while 
holding the jaw open, take a 
deep breath and place your 
mouth over his. Continuing 
breathing for him through artificial 
respiration until the victim contin- 
ues breathing on his own, or 
until a doctor pronounces him 
dead— whichever comes first. 
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POISON IVY

poison-ivy plant, wash immediately 
with soap and water, then apply 
calamine lotion. Wash your 
hands, idiot— not the plant! 

Poison-ivy plants can be very 
deceptive.

The point is, 
determining a victim’s ailment and rushing to the nearest phone 
to alert a doctor, not only requires quick action and a cool head, 
but also requires a dime. 
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SNAKE BITE 

A neighbor has been bitten on the leg by a snake, and it is up to 
you to administer the proper first aid, which depends, of 
course, on whether the snake is harmless or poisonous. 
Unfortunately, the only way to determine this is to let the 
snake bite you. If you die from the bite, the snake is 
poisonous; if you don’t, it's not. A word of warning: even if a 
snake is only slightly venomous, tetanus may set in immediately. 
Do NOT wait for symptoms to show. Head them off by enrolling 
the snake-bite victim in a ventriloquism class before lockjaw 
sets in. 


EYE INJURY 

A foreign object in the eye is not 
only annoying, but can be very 
painful besides. It is an injury 
that requires immediate attention. 
Do not rub the eye and do not 
attempt to remove the object 
until you have located it. In an 
eye injury, if the object is hidden 
under the upper eyelid, poke at 
the eye with a blunt instrument 
(a dull steak knife or an unsharp- 
ened pair of scissors will do.)

The 
telephone wires are down, the 
ski lift is out of order, the roads 
are all snowed in, and there isn't 
even a mailbox. How does your 
victim get to the hospital? If the 
address is not immediately 
known, trudge down the moun- 
tainside and find your way to the 
nearest hospital. Then return to 
the scene of the accident and tell , 
the victim how he or she can get 
there herself. However, if you are 
fortunate enough to have a car, 
it is very important that the victim 
be carefully loaded into the back 
seat, taking care to transport the 
victim in a lying-down position. 
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AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT (With Bleeding) 

You see a victim lying next to i 

one of the wrecked autos, bleed- 
ing profusely from a severe 
laceration. Quick! Without delay— 
what do you do? Right! You 
clean it, dress it and bind it. Now 
there are several types of dress- 
ings available for flesh wounds, 
the most popular being vinegar 
and oil and Thousand Islands. 

However, in this case salad 
dressing will not be necessary. ^ 

Instead, quickly apply a sterile 
cloth and press firmly. To avoid ^ 
infection, remove all blood-stained^ 
clothes and high-tail it to the 
nearest laundromat. Do NOT re- c 
apply any cloth till thoroughly 
washed, rinsed and dried. 



POISON BY MOUTH 

You come home to find a member of your family lying on the 
floor with a bottle of shoe polish next to him. What do you do? 
First of all, if no specific antidote is known, dilute the poison 
with several glasses of milk, then induce vomiting to remove the 
poison from the system. This may be done by force-feeding the 
victim an egg salad, jelly, and ketchup sandwich. If one is not 
immediately available, a two-month old Big Mac will suffice. 
Then, before rendering further medical assistance, be sure to 
outline the victim's body with white chalk— in case the police 
question you later about the body’s positioning. 
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GENERAL SICKNESS 

_ When a person feels "sick to his 
stomach", have him sit down, 
placing his head between his 
knees. This is an excellent exam- 
day ploy for copying answers 
from a crib sheet conveniently 
taped to the bottom of your chair. 
(However, this can look pretty 
strange if used while on a date at 
the movie theatre.) Another 
advantage of sickness is how 
quickly a "pain in the stomach" 
can get you dismissed from a 
class. 



BLISTERS 

Wash the affected area with soap 
and water and apply a bandage. 
Only after every possible attempt 
to drain the blister has failed, 
should one consider application 
of a tourniquet. Unfortunately, the 
only remaining option after apply- 
ing a tourniquet, is amputation of 
the blister’s foot. However, only 
where the choice is between 
losing a limb or a life, should the 
possibility of tearing a lot of cloths 
be considered at all. 





AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT 

You arrive at the scene of an automobile accident. Assuming 
there are others nearby to assist you. here is what you do: 

1 . Check to see if someone has been thrown into the path of 
oncoming traffic. If not, ask for a volunteer. 2. A body laid 
directly across the highway will be very helpful in blocking off 
traffic from the scene of the accident. 3. Yell at the top of 
your voice for help. 



BACK INJURY 

You have just found a friend lying unconscious, spread out 
on the stairs with a skateboard at his feet. Quick! What do you 
do? Before administering any first aid whatsoever, arm yourself 
with a screwdriver and two pairs of pliers and carefully dismantle 
the back wheels from the skateboard, thus rendering it harmless 
and incapable of causing further injuries. One can usually tell 
if there’s been a back injury because the victim can not bend 
his fingers, move his toes, touch his nose with his tongue, or 
walk and chew gum at the same time. In certain emergencies, 
it may be necessary to move the victim. Two tent-stakes and a 
tent-canvas can be used as an excellent make-shift stretcher. 
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STOMACH DISORDERS 

Would you know what to do if a child swallowed a large box 
of roofing nails? Would you know how to remove them? 

The following are the steps to be taken: 1 . Acquire a large 
horseshoe magnet. 2. Place it against the victim's lower back. 
3. Raise it slowly, until you reach the neck. 4. Remove the 
nails from the victim’s throat. If that method fails, gargling 
with Drano can be extremely effective in bringing things up. 
Besides that, it's a terrific laxative. Finally, if both procedures 
fail to extract the nails, the only alternative course of action is 
an autopsy. 




However, extreme caution 
must be taken to ensure 
that the victim is indeed dead. 
The best known method to 
determind this is to ask him. 
Nine out of ten times, if the 
victim answers, he is not yet 
dead. Nevertheless, a firm 
judo chop to the Adam's apple 
will quickly remedy that— thus 
retrieving the swallowed nails in 
the bargain. Guaranteed the 
child won't have the guts 
to do it again. 


SHOCK - 

The way you act during an emergency has great bearing on the 
patient’s recovery. The confidence and calmness you display 
will help ease his mind, as he will feel confident that everything 
has been done that can possibly be done. To prevent an 
injured person from reverting into shock, have him lie down.

If this rescue ^ 
attempt fails, then plunge into the water and swim towards the 
victim with your shirt between your teeth. This is to be used 
to tow the victim back to shore.
